Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the commissioners of Rockingham County here- 
with present the annual report of the county commissioners, 
clerk of Superior Court, sheriff, solicitor, superintendent of 
the County Farm and House of Correction, farm physician, 
farm chaplain, and auditors for the year ending December 
31, 1936. 

Another year has passed on, and again it becomes our duty 
to make a brief report to the citizens of Rockingham County. 
You will notice from the financial report that the loss for the 
year has been $7,516.18. This loss can be explained by just 
two items of which we had no control. Namely the replace- 
ment of new ceilings and walls in the old hospital, made 
necessary by the old plastering loosening and falling down. 
Although practically all the work was done by prisoners and 
inmates at the farm, cost of material and paint for the walls 
and ceilings amounted to nearly $4,000. Secondly, the neces- 
sary expenditures on the Mitchell Memorial Hospital of 
$3,516.85 more than was appropriated. 

The Mitchell Memorial Hospital was passed as completed 
by the Federal inspector on December 31, 1936. The building 
is modern, of fire proof construction, and ruggedly constructed 
so that only a small amount will be necessary for repairs 
within the next fifty years. It is a fitting memorial to Dr. 
Mitchell and a building where expert medical attention can 
be given to anyone going there for treatment. The rest of the 
county buildings at Brentwood have been kept in good repair. 
The blacksmith shop was moved and placed on a new founda- 
tion located near the wood work shop. A modern sewerage 
system has been installed which will adequately care for the 
institution. The crops on the farm were exceptionally good 
and we are pleased to report a farm income of $17,380.17. 
The herd on the farm, through efficient culling and breeding, 
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has improved to the point where it is probably the best herd 
in the state on two time milking. 

Your county buildings at Exeter and Portsmouth have been 
maintained within, the appropriation, except the Records 
building at Exeter, where the appropriation was exceeded by 
$522.21, partly due to the installation of new tubes in the - 
’ boiler. 

We are pleased to report for the first time in the past 
five years that the relief load, known as ‘“‘poor off the farm,” 
has made a very substantial drop. The only kind of relief 
that has arisen sharply is that known as Old Age Assistance, 
but owing to the fact that on February 1, 1936, the Federal 
Government, through the National Security Act began to 
pay half the expense of this item, therefore, the increased 
load has not made a material increase in the expense to the 
county. On December 31, 1936, there were over 450 of our 
citizens over 70 years of age, living in their own homes and 
receiving cash allowances, under the Old Age Assistance Act. 

At this time we wish to express our appreciation to Super- 
intendent and Mrs. Stiles for their efficient management of the 
institution and to Dr. Fred Fernald for his untiring care of 
the ill within our hospital. And to all others who were em- 
ployed at the institution, we further extend our appreciation. 
We feel that the county, early in the New Year, suffered a 
deep loss in the passing of our superintendent, Wallace H. Stiles, 
and through these pages we wish to again extend our heartfelt 
sympathy to his family. 

We are grateful to all the officials of the towns and the city 
of Portsmouth for their co-operation in our work and to all 
others who in any way have helped the administration of re- 
lief and the lightening of our burdens, at our county institution.

The following is a copy of a letter from the Chief Justice, 
William H. Sawyer, to the commissioners and is made a part 
of this report. 

Concorp, New HAMPSHIRE, 
January 11, 1937. ; 
To County Commissioners Rockingham County, Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire: 
Gentlemen: 

A reauest was made in December, 1934, that the appro- 
priation for the year of 1935 include sufficient funds for neces- 
sary ecuipment for the use of the court in the Court Houses at 
Exeter and Portsmouth. 

The ecuipment for the Court House at Exeter has been 
supplied, but only a part of that needed for the Court House in 
Portsmouth has been furnished as yet. The appropriation 
for 1937 should include sufficient money to supply the necessary 
equipment not yet furnished. 

At the Court House in Portsmouth, the rest room available 
to ladies attending court, you have taken for an office for some 
of the employees of the Federal projects. The only toilet which 
ladies attending court are privileged to use, can be entered 
only by going through a room crowded by both male and 
female employees, or through the Grand Jury Room and 
Probate Court Room. When the Grand Jury is in session, the 
toilet can be entered only through the office. 

The door from the Grand Jury and Probate Court Rooms is 
evidently kept locked as ladies are frequently obliged to go to 
some of the court officers to have the door unlocked. 

A toilet could be put into the corner of the room at the end 
of the hall upstairs, and connecting into the sewer from the 
stenographer’s room, and then put a sign on the door, “Ladies 
Rest Room,” would be the cheapest solution. 

There is only one closet and no urinal now available to the 
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male attendants at court, outside of the officers, attorneys 
and jurors, and that one closet is also available to and used 
by the general public who have business at the various 
offices in the building. A urinal should be installed in that. 

The judge’s chambers cannot be heated by the present 
radiator even in mild winter weather, and the use of a portable 
electric heater is unsatisfactory as persons are frequently trip- 
ping over the wires on the floor. Neither can the room next: 
to the judge’s chambers used by the attorneys be heated by 
the present radiator. 

There should be a new radiator with the necessary piping 
connected to a main steam pipe of sufficient size to supply 
necessary steam to properly heat the judge’s chambers. The 
same should be provided for the attorney’s room. 

There are many sessions of the Superior Court held at Ports- 
mouth, aside from the regular April Term and necessary heat- 
ing equipment should be installed, and necessary toilet 
facilities should be provided, and I suggest that it be done 
before the next term of court opens in April, 1937.
